/^VN  Oct.  1, 1891,  a  small  group  of  men  met  in  Faneuil 
^^  Hall  and  organized  in  due  form  our  Massachu- 
setts Society  of  Sons  of  the  Revolution.  Oct.  1,  1916, 
will  complete  a  quarter  of  a  century  of  existence,  and 
it  is  desirable  and  proper  that  some  brief  account 
should  be  rendered  of  our  stewardship  as  to  the  special 
functions  for  which  the  Society  was  formed: 

"To  inspire  the  members  with  the  patriotic  spirit  of 
their  forefathers,  and  to  promote  the  feeling  of  friend- 
ship among  them"  —  so  states  the  Constitution  of  our 
General  Society;  and  it  may  be  said  with  truth  that 
we,  as  a  Society,  have  kept  the  faith,  been  true  to  our 
purposes,  and  within  the  somewhat  restricted  area  of 
our  field  of  service  have  utilized  all  the  opportunities 
presented. 

Fortunate  indeed  was  the  Society,  at  its  inception,  to 
have  as  President  a  man  with  the  ideals  possessed  by 
our  first  leader,  William  Leverett  Chase.  Within  a 
month  of  the  time  the  Society  was  granted  a  charter 
Colonel  Chase  had  given  the  inspiration  and  the  means 
to  make  a  dignified  beginning.  Since  then  the  policy 
of  the  Society  has  ever  been  the  same. 

A  body  of  men  linked  in  an  association,  the  right  to 
membership  being  limited  and  that  due  to  the  accident 
of  birth,  cannot  exist  in  a  true  democracy  with  any 
special  reason  unless  such  an  association  makes  its  pur- 
pose felt  as  a  power  for  good.     In  the  true  sense  we 
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honor  deeds  not  men  —  our  various  memorials  pre- 
serve for  the  future  the  high  ideals  of  the  time  we  seek 
to  commemorate;  and  are  we  not  by  natural  right, 
tradition,  and  inheritance  an  association  to  keep  alive, 
to  keep  in  view  the  principles  for  which  our  forefathers 
fought  —  principles,  ideals,  ever  young  and  more  vital 
to-day  than  ever?  We  surely  have  our  place  in  the 
sun,  and  for  twenty-five  years  the  Society  has  re- 
sponded to  every  call  which  came  within  its  proper 
field  of  service.  The  spirit  of  fellowship  has  been  one 
of  the  happiest  features  of  our  annual  meetings.  To  be 
present  at  one  of  these  meetings  is  to  feel  a  sense  of 
family  reunion  —  a  good  spirit  of  harmony  of  thought, 
a  sort  of  brotherhood;  and  so  it  has  ever  been  and  so 
may  it  always  be,  for  that  is  what  we  are,  a  band  of 
brothers,  gazing  back  for  a  moment  across  the  years 
and  clasping  hands  with  a  glorious  past  which  gave 
into  our  keeping  so  glorious  a  heritage.  Governor 
Greenhalge  said  to  us  at  one  of  the  annual  meetings: 
"  Gentlemen,  I  look  upon  you  as  the  Household  Brigade 
of  America";  and  is  it  not  true  that  we  have  inherited 
what  those  have  learned  who  have  come  to  us  from 
other  lands,  the  meaning  of  the  immortal  words,  "the 
right  to  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness"?

INITIAL  MEETING  OF  THE  SONS 
OF  THE  REVOLUTION 

OCT.  1,  1891 

rpHE  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8  p.  m.  Oct.  1, 
*  1891,  in  the  anteroom  of  Faneuil  Hall,  Boston, 
Mass.,  by  Walter  Gilman  Page,  who,  upon  motion  of 
Henry  Dexter  Warren,  seconded  by  Winthrop  Wether- 
bee,  was  unanimously  elected  temporary  chairman. 
On  motion  of  Henry  Dexter  Warren,  seconded  by 
Winthrop  Wetherbee,  Arthur  Henry  Dutton  was  unani- 
mously elected  temporary  clerk  and  was  duly  sworn 
as  such  by  Charles  B.  Rohan. 

The  temporary  clerk  announced  the  object  of  the 
meeting,  by  direction  of  the  chairman.  Frank  Harri- 
son Briggs  then  moved  that  the  printed  By-Laws,  with 
a  copy  of  which  those  present  had  been  furnished,  be 
adopted,  with  certain  minor  amendments.  Motion 
seconded  by  Andrew  Robeson  and  carried  unanimously. 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  offi- 
cers. Frank  Harrison  Briggs  moved  that  a  committee 
of  three  (3)  be  appointed  by  the  chairman  to  nominate 
candidates  for  the  various  offices  and  Board  of  Mana- 
gers. Seconded  by  Henry  Dexter  Warren  and  carried 
unanimously.  The  chairman  thereupon  named  Win- 
throp Wetherbee,  Andrew  Robeson  and  Henry  Vaughan 
Thayer  as  the  committee,  who  then  made  the  following 
nominations : 

For  President,  William  Leverett  Chase.  For  Vice- 
President,   Hazard   Stevens.      For   Secretary,   Henry 
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Dexter  Warren.  For  Treasurer,  Frank  Harrison 
Briggs.  For  Registrar,  Walter  Kendall  Watkins.  For 
Historian,  Francis  Ellingwood  Abbot.  For  Chaplain, 
such  person  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  subse- 
quently elect.  For  Board  of  Managers,  the  above- 
named  officers  ex-officio  and  Eben  Norton  Horsford, 
Andrew  Robeson,  William  Curtis  Capell,  Theodore 
Harold  Clapp,  Arthur  Henry  Button,  Gilbert  Hodges, 
Charles  Howard  Bailey,  Jr.,  Walter  Gilman  Page, 
Winthrop  Wetherbee. 

In  making  these  nominations  the  committee  recom- 
mend that  the  officers  elected  at  this  meeting  be  re- 
elected at  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held  on  March  17, 
1892.  All  the  foregoing  candidates  were  then  elected 
unanimously  by  a  ballot  to  the  offices  named  above 
and  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Walter  Gilman  Page  then  yielded  the  chair  to  the 
newly  elected  President,  William  Leverett  Chase,  who 
assumed  it,  making  a  brief  address  in  which  he  thanked 
those  present  for  the  honor  they  had  conferred  upon 
him  and  pledged  his  best  efforts  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Society  and  its  objects.  Arthur  Henry  Dutton  yielded 
the  office  of  clerk  to  Henry  Dexter  Warren,  the  newly 
elected  Secretary. 

Mr.  William  John  Potts  of  the  Pennsylvania  Society 
made  a  few  brief  remarks  at  the  request  of  the  President. 

On  motion  of  Arthur  Henry  Dutton,  seconded  by 
Walter  Gilman  Page,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to 
apply  for  admission  to  the  General  Society  of  the  Sons 
of  the  Revolution. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  GENERAL  SOCIETY 

Done  at  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  12th  day  of  February,  1890, 
and  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States  the  one  hundred  and 
fourteenth. 

Adopted  in  the  City  of  New  York,  March  8th,  1890. 
Section  III  amended  April  23rd,  1892. 
Section  VIII  amended  April  21st,  1896. 
Section  VII  amended  April  19th,  1905. 


TT  being  evident,  from  a  steady  decline  of  a  proper 
celebration  of  the  National  holidays  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  that  popular  concern  in  the  events 
and  men  of  the  War  of  the  Revolution  is  gradually 
declining,  and  that  such  lack  of  interest  is  attributable, 
not  so  much  to  the  lapse  of  time  and  the  rapidly  in- 
creasing flood  of  immigration  from  foreign  countries, 
as  to  the  neglect,  on  the  part  of  descendants  of  Revo- 
lutionary heroes,  to  perform  their  duty  in  keeping  be- 
fore the  public  mind  the  memory  of  the  services  of  their 
ancestors  and  of  the  times  in  which  they  lived;  there- 
fore, the  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  has  been 
instituted  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  men  who, 
in  the  military,  naval,  and  civil  service  of  the  Colonies 
and  of  the  Continental  Congress  by  their  acts  or  coun- 
sel, achieved  the  Independence  of  the  country,  and  to 
further  the  proper  celebration  of  the  anniversaries  of 
the  birthday  of  Washington,  and  of  prominent  events 
connected  with  the  War  of  the  Revolution;  to  collect 
and  secure  for  preservation  the  rolls,  records,  and  other 
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documents  relating  to  that  period;  to  inspire  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  with  the  patriotic  spirit  of  their 
forefathers;  and  to  promote  the  feeling  of  friendship 
among  them. 

II 

The  General  Society  shall  be  divided  into  State 
Societies,  which  shall  meet  annually  on  the  day  ap- 
pointed therefor  in  their  respective  by-laws,  and  oftener 
if  found  expedient;  and  at  such  annual  meeting  the 
reasons  for  the  institution  of  the  Society  shall  be  con- 
sidered, and  the  best  measures  for  carrying  them  into 
effect  adopted. 

Ill 

The  State  Societies,  at  every  annual  meeting,  shall 
choose  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  present,  a  President, 
a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary,  a  Registrar,  a  Treasurer, 
a  Chaplain,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  by  them 
respectively  be  deemed  necessary,  together  with  a 
board  of  managers  consisting  of  these  officers  and  of 
nine  other  members,  as  may  be  provided  by  their 
respective  Constitutions  and  By-Laws. 

IV 

Each  State  Society  shall  cause  to  be  transmitted 
annually  or  oftener,  to  the  other  State  Societies,  a 
circular  letter  calling  attention  to  whatever  may  be 
thought  worthy  of  observation  respecting  the  welfare 
of  the  Society  or  of  the  general  Union  of  the  States, 
and  giving  information  of  the  officers  chosen  for  the 
year;  and  copies  of  these  letters  shall  also  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  General  Secretary,  to  be  preserved  among 
the  records  of  the  General  Society. 
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The  State  Societies  shall  regulate  all  matters  re- 
specting their  own  affairs,  consistent  with  the  general 
good  of  the  Society;  judge  of  the  qualification  of  their 
members,  or  of  those  proposed  for  membership,  sub- 
ject, however,  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution; 
and  expel  any  member  who,  by  conduct  unbecoming  a 
gentleman  or  a  man  of  honor,  or  by  an  opposition  to 
the  interests  of  the  community  in  general  or  of  the 
Society  in  particular,  may  render  himself  unworthy  to 
continue  in  membership. 

VI 

In  order  to  form  funds  that  may  be  respectable, 
each  member  shall  contribute,  upon  his  admission  to 
the  Society  and  annually  thereafter,  such  sums  as  the 
by-laws  of  the  respective  State  Societies  may  require; 
but  any  of  such  State  Societies  may  provide  for  the 
endowment  of  memberships  by  the  payment  of  proper 
sums  in  capitalization,  which  sums  shall  be  properly 
invested  as  a  permanent  fund,  the  income  only  of 
which  shall  be  expended. 

VII 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Society  shall  be 
held  every  three  years,  and  special  meetings  may  be 
held  upon  the  order  of  the  General  President  or  upon 
the  request  of  two  of  the  State  Societies,  and  such 
meetings  shall  consist  of  two  Delegates  from  each  State 
Society  and  one  additional  Delegate  for  every  one 
hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof;  and 
on  all  questions  arising  at  meetings  of  the  General 
Society  each  Delegate  there  present  shall  be  entitled 
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to  one  vote,  and  no  votes  shall  be  taken  by  States,  and 
the  necessary  expenses  of  such  meeting  shall  be  borne 
by  the  State  Societies. 

VIII 

At  the  regular  meeting,  a  General  President,  Gen- 
eral Vice-President,  General  Second  Vice-President, 
General  Secretary,  Assistant  General  Secretary,  Gen- 
eral Treasurer,  Assistant  General  Treasurer,  General 
Registrar,  General  Historian,  and  General  Chaplain 
shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  Votes  present,  to 
serve  until  the  next  regular  General  meeting,  or  until 
their  successors  are  duly  chosen. 

IX 

At  each  general  meeting  the  circular  letters  which 
have  been  transmitted  by  the  several  State  Societies 
shall  be  considered,  and  all  measures  taken  which 
shall  conduce  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  Society. 

X 

The  General  Society  shall  have  power  at  any  meet- 
ing to  admit  State  Societies  thereto,  and  to  entertain 
and  determine  all  questions  affecting  the  qualifica- 
tions for  membership  in  or  the  welfare  of  any  State 
Society  as  may,  by  proper  memorial,  be  presented  by 
such  State  Society  for  consideration. 

XI 

Any  male  person  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
of  good  character,  and  a  descendant  of  one  who,  as  a 
military,  naval,  or  marine  officer,  soldier,  sailor,  or 
marine,  in  actual  service,  under  the  authority  of  any 
of  the  thirteen  Colonies  or  States  or  of  the  Continental 
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Congress,  and  remaining  always  loyal  to  such  authority, 
or  a  descendant  of  one  who  signed  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  or  of  one  who,  as  a  member  of  the  Con- 
tinental Congress  or  of  the  Congress  of  any  of  the 
Colonies  or  States,  or  as  an  official  appointed  by  or 
under  the  authority  of  any  such  legislative  bodies, 
actually  assisted  in  the  establishment  of  American 
Independence  by  services  rendered  during  the  War  of 
the  Revolution,  becoming  thereby  liable  to  conviction 
of  treason  against  the  Government  of  Great  Britain, 
but  remaining  always  loyal  to  the  authority  of  the 
Colonies  or  States,  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in 
the  Society. 

XII 

The  Secretary  of  each  State  Society  shall  transmit 
to  the  General  Secretary  a  list  of  the  members  thereof, 
together  with  the  names  and  official  designations  of 
those  from  whom  such  members  derive  claim  to  mem- 
bership, and  thereafter  upon  the  admission  of  members 
in  each  State  Society,  the  Secretary  thereof  shall  trans- 
mit to  the  General  Secretary  information  respecting 
such  members  similar  to  that  herein  required. 

XIII 

The  Society  shall  have  an  insignia,  which  shall  be  a 
badge  suspended  from  a  ribbon  by  a  ring  of  gold;  the 
badge  to  be  elliptical  in  form,  with  escalloped  edges,  one 
and  one-quarter  inches  in  length,  and  one  and  one- 
eighth  inches  in  width;  the  whole  surmounted  by  a 
gold  eagle,  with  wings  displayed,  inverted;  on  the 
obverse  side  a  medallion  of  gold  in  the  center,  elliptical 
in  form,  bearing  on  its  face  the  figure  of  a  soldier  in 
Continental  uniform,  with  musket  slung;  beneath,  the 
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figures  1775;  the  medallion  surrounded  by  thirteen 
raised  gold  stars  of  five  points  each  upon  a  border  of 
dark  blue  enamel.  On  the  reverse  side,  in  the  center, 
a  medallion  corresponding  in  form  to  that  on  the  ob- 
verse, and  also  in  gold,  bearing  on  its  face  the  Houdon 
portrait  of  Washington  in  bas-relief,  encircled  by  the 
legend,  "Sons  of  the  Revolution";  beneath,  the  figures 
1883;  and  upon  the  reverse  of  the  eagle  the  number 
of  the  badge  to  be  engraved;  the  medallion  to  be  sur- 
rounded by  a  plain  gold  border,  conforming  in  dimen- 
sions to  the  obverse;  the  ribbon  shall  be  dark  blue, 
ribbed  and  watered,  edged  with  buff,  one  and  one- 
quarter  inches  wide,  and  one  and  one-half  inches  in 
displayed  length. 

XIV 

The  insignia  of  the  Society  shall  be  worn  by  the 
members  on  all  occasions  when  they  assemble  as  such 
for  any  stated  purpose  or  celebration,  and  may  be  worn 
on  any  occasion  of  ceremony;  it  shall  be  carried  con- 
spicuously on  the  left  breast,  but  members  who  are  or 
have  been  officers  of  the  Society  may  wear  the  insignia 
suspended  from  the  ribbon  around  the  neck. 

XV 

The  custodian  of  the  insignia  shall  be  the  General 
Secretary,  who  shall  issue  them  to  members  of  the 
Society  under  such  proper  rules  as  may  be  formulated 
by  the  General  Society,  and  he  shall  keep  a  register  of 
such  issues  wherein  each  insignia  issued  may  be  identi- 
fied by  the  number  thereof. 

XVI 

The  seal  of  the  Society  shall  be  one  and  seven-eighths 
inches  in  diameter,  and  shall  consist  of  the  figure  of 
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a  Minute-man  in  Continental  uniform,  standing  on  a 
ladder  leading  to  a  belfry;  in  his  left  hand  he  holds 
a  musket  and  an  olive  branch,  whilst  his  right  grasps 
a  bell-rope;  above,  the  cracked  Liberty  Bell;  issuing 
therefrom  a  ribbon  bearing  the  motto  of  the  Society, 
Exegi  monumentum  aere  perennius,  across  the  top  of  the 
ladder,  on  a  ribbon,  the  figures  1776;  and  on  the  left  of 
the  Minute-man,  and  also  on  a  ribbon,  the  figures  1883, 
the  year  of  the  formation  of  the  Society;  the  whole 
encircled  by  a  band  three-eighths  of  one  inch  wide; 
thereon  at  the  top  thirteen  stars  of  five  points  each; 
at  the  bottom  the  name  of  the  General  Society,  or  of 
the  State  Society  to  which  the  seal  belongs. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  MASSACHUSETTS  SOCIETY 
ARTICLE  I 

NAME   OF    SOCIETY 

^PHE  Society  shall  be  known  by  the  name,  style,  and 
title  of  "Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolu- 
tion in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts." 

ARTICLE   II 

MEMBERSHIP 

Any  male  person  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Sons  of  the  Rev- 
olution, who  is  lineally  descended  from  an  ancestor, 
as  the  propositus,  who,  either  as  a  military,  naval,  or 
marine  officer,  soldier,  sailor,  or  marine,  or  official  in 
the  service  of  any  one  of  the  thirteen  original  Colonies 
or  States,  or  of  the  National  Government,  representing 
or  composed  of  those  Colonies  or  States,  assisted  in 
establishing  American  Independence  during  the  War 
of  the  Revolution,  between  the  nineteenth  day  of  April, 
1775,  when  hostilities  commenced,  and  the  nineteenth 
day  of  April,  1783,  when  they  were  ordered  to  cease; 

Provided,  That,  when  the  claim  of  eligibility  is  based 
on  the  services  of  an  ancestor  in  the  "Minute-men"  or 
"Militia,"  it  must  be  satisfactorily  shown  that  such 
ancestor  was  actually  called  into  the  service  of  the 
State  or  United  States,  and  performed  garrison  or  field 
duty;  and 
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Provided,  further,  That,  when  the  claim  of  eligibility 
is  based  on  the  service  of  an  ancestor  as  a  "sailor"  or 
"marine,"  it  must  in  like  manner  be  shown  that  such 
service  was  other  than  shore  duty,  and  regularly  per- 
formed in  the  Continental  navy,  or  the  navy  of  one 
of  the  original  thirteen  States,  or  on  an  armed  vessel, 
other  than  a  merchant  ship,  which  sailed  under  letters 
of  marque  and  reprisal,  and  that  such  ancestor  of  the 
applicant  was  duly  enrolled  in  the  ship's  company, 
either  as  an  officer,  or  seaman,  or  otherwise  than  as 
a  passenger;  and 

Provided,  further,  That,  when  the  claim  of  eligibility 
is  based  on  the  service  of  an  ancestor  as  an  "official," 
such  service  must  have  been  performed  in  the  civil  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States,  or  of  one  of  the  thirteen  origi- 
nal States,  and  must  have  been  sufficiently  important 
in  character  to  have  rendered  the  official  specially  liable 
to  arrest  and  imprisonment,  the  same  as  a  combatant, 
if  captured  by  the  enemy,  as  well  as  liable  to  conviction 
of  treason  against  the  government  of  Great  Britain. 

Service  in  the  ordinary  duties  of  a  civil  office,  the 
performance  of  which  did  not  particularly  and  effec- 
tively aid  the  American  cause,  shall  not  constitute 
eligibility. 

In  the  construction  of  this  article  the  Volunteer  Aides- 
de-Camp  of  General  Officers  in  Continental  service, 
who  were  duly  announced  as  such,  and  who  actually 
served  in  the  field  during  a  campaign,  shall  be  com- 
prehended as  having  performed  qualifying  service. 

The  civil  officials  and  military  forces  of  the  State  of 
Vermont  during  the  War  of  the  Revolution  shall  also 
be  comprehended  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  had 
belonged  to  one  of  the  thirteen  original  States. 
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No  service  of  an  ancestor  shall  be  deemed  as  qualify- 
ing service  for  membership  in  the  Sons  of  the  Revolu- 
tion where  such  ancestor,  after  assisting  in  the  cause  of 
American  Independence,  shall  have  subsequently  either 
adhered  to  the  enemy,  or  failed  to  maintain  an  honor- 
able record  throughout  the  War  of  the  Revolution. 

ARTICLE  III 

ADMISSION    OF   MEMBERS 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  unless 
he  shall  have  first  made  written  application  therefor, 
approved  by  two  members  over  their  signature. 

Members  shall  be  elected  as  follows:  Candidates 
shall  send  their  respective  applications  and  documents, 
or  other  proofs  of  qualification  for  membership,  through 
the  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  which  is  au- 
thorized to  judge  of  the  merits  of  an  application  in 
such  manner  as  it  may  deem  best.  Upon  a  favorable 
decision  of  said  Board,  and  upon  payment  of  the  initia- 
tion fee  and  dues,  applicants  shall  thereupon  become 
members  of  the  Society. 

The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Admis- 
sions, consisting  of  three  members,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  the  Secretary  of  the  Society.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  committee  to  investigate  all  facts  set  forth  in  each 
application  for  membership  and  inquire  into  the  gen- 
eral character  and  reputation  of  the  applicant.  The 
committee  shall  report  its  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  its  next  stated  or 
special  meeting,  unless  further  time  is  allowed  for 
cause  shown.  Upon  receipt  of  such  report  action  shall 
be  taken  on  the  question  of  the  admission  or  rejection 
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of  the  applicant.  If,  on  a  count  of  the  ballots  deposited, 
it  shall  appear  that  two  or  more  are  for  rejection,  the 
application  shall  be  declared  rejected. 

ARTICLE   IV 

INITIATION   FEES,    DUES,    ETC. 

The  initiation  fee  shall  be  five  (5)  dollars;  the  annual 
dues,  five  (5)  dollars;  provided,  that  any  member  who 
shall  have  been  elected  during  the  last  three  months 
of  the  fiscal  year  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  the  annual 
dues  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  The  payment  at  one 
time  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  constitute  a  life  member- 
ship. The  payment  at  one  time  of  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars  shall  constitute  a  perpetual  or  endowed  mem- 
bership ;  and,  upon  the  death  of  the  member  so  paying, 
the  membership  shall  be  held  by  his  eldest  son,  or  such 
other  descendant  from  the  ancestor  from  whom  he 
claims  as  he  may  nominate.  In  failure  of  such  nomina- 
tion having  been  made,  the  Society  may  decide  which 
one  of  the  descendants  shall  hold  the  membership: 
provided  always,  that  the  Society  reserves  to  itself  the 
privilege  of  rejecting  any  nomination  that  may  not  be 
acceptable  to  it.  All  those  holding  life  or  endowed 
memberships  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  the 
initiation  fee  and  annual  dues. 

The  fiscal  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January 
and  close  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each 
calendar  year. 

Upon  payment  of  initiation  fee  and  dues  one  rosette 
shall  be  given  to  each  new  member  without  charge. 

Any  member  of  another  State  Society  of  the  Sons  of 
the  Revolution,  except  a  life  or  endowed  member,  who 
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is  transferred  to  this  Society,  shall  be  exempted  from 
payment  of  initiation  fee. 

ARTICLE  V 

ANNUAL   MEETINGS 

The  Society  shall  hold  an  Annual  Meeting  on  the 
seventeenth  day  of  January,  at  which  there  shall  be  a 
general  election  of  officers  by  ballot.  If  said  date  shall 
fall  on  Sunday,  the  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  pre- 
ceding or  following  day  as  the  Board  of  Managers  shall 
appoint.  At  such  election  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
for  each  office  shall  determine  a  choice  therefor.  Special 
meetings  shall  be  held  by  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  or  upon  the  written  request  of  ten  members 
of  the  Society.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Society  twenty- 
five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

After  the  Annual  Meeting  a  dinner  shall  be  served, 
the  expense  of  which  shall  be  paid  for  from  the  funds 
of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI 

OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolu- 
tion shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Second 
Vice-President,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Registrar, 
an  Historian,  a  Chaplain,  and  a  Board  of  Managers, 
consisting  of  the  above-named  officers,  ex  officio,  and 
nine  others.  In  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
there  may  also  be  an  Assistant  Secretary  and  an  As- 
sistant Treasurer,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  them  to 
serve  for  such  a  period,  not  exceeding  the  current  term, 
as  they  shall  deem  expedient. 
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ARTICLE  VII 

PRESIDENT 

The  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice-President, 
or,  in  his  absence,  the  Second  Vice-President,  or,  in  his 
absence,  a  chairman  pro  tempore,  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
and  shall  execute  the  usual  functions  of  a  presiding 
officer,  under  general  parliamentary  rules,  subject  to 
an  appeal  to  the  Society,  in  proper  cases  under  those 
rules.  The  President  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of 
all  committees  other  than  the  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nations. He  shall  have  power  to  convene  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  appoint  the  place  of  such  meeting  when 
called  by  him. 

He  shall  also  perform  such  other  representative  duties 
on  behalf  of  the  Society,  either  personally  or  by  corre- 
spondence, as  it  or  the  Board  of  Managers  may  find 
desirable  or  necessary,  or  as  customarily  appertain  to 
his  office;  and  he  shall  enforce  a  strict  observance  of 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society. 

In  case  of  his  decease,  resignation,  neglect  to  serve, 
or  inability  from  any  cause  to  act  as  President,  the 
duties  of  the  office  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice-President 
or  the  Second  Vice-President,  until  the  vacancy  caused 
by  such  decease,  resignation,  or  neglect  to  serve  shall 
be  filled,  or  until  the  inability  shall  cease. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

SECRETARY 

The  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  general  correspond- 
ence of  the  Society,  and  keep  a  record  thereof.    He  shall 
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notify  all  qualified  and  accepted  candidates  of  their 
admission,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  So- 
ciety, or  Board  of  Managers,  or  his  office,  may  require 
of  him.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  seal,  By-Laws, 
historical  and  other  documents  and  records  of  the  So- 
ciety other  than  those  required  to  be  deposited  with 
the  Registrar  and  Historian,  and  shall  affix  the  seal  to 
all  properly  authenticated  certificates  of  membership, 
and  transmit  the  same  without  delay  to  the  member 
for  whom  it  is  issued,  or  to  his  proper  representative. 
He,  together  with  the  presiding  officer,  shall  certify 
all  acts  of  the  Society,  and  in  proper  cases  authenti- 
cate them  under  seal.  He  shall  have  charge  of  all 
printing  and  publications  directed  by  the  Society  or  by 
the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  give  due  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  attend  the  same.  He 
shall  keep  fair  and  accurate  records  of  all  the  proceed- 
ings and  orders  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  shall  give  notice  to  the  several  officers 
of  all  votes,  orders,  resolves,  and  proceedings  of  the 
Society  or  the  Board  of  Managers,  affecting  them  or 
appertaining  to  their  respective  duties;  and  at  the 
Annual  Meeting,  and  oftener,  if  required,  shall  report 
to  the  Society  the  names  of  those  candidates  who  have 
been  admitted  to  membership,  and  also  the  names  of 
those  members  whose  resignations  or  voluntary  with- 
drawals have  been  consented  to  and  accepted,  and  also 
the  names  of  those  members  who  have  been  expelled, 
or  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  or  who  have  been 
received  or  dropped  from  the  roll  by  transfer  since  the 
last  report.  He  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of 
annual  dues,  and  the  flags  shall  be  placed  in  his  custody. 
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Whenever  there  is  an  Assistant  Secretary,  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  assist  the  Secretary  in  the  performance  of 
the  foregoing  duties  to  such  an  extent  and  in  such  a 
manner  as  the  latter  may  direct;  and,  in  the  case  of 
the  absence  of  the  Secretary  from  any  meeting  of  the 
Society  or  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  his  duties  at  such 
meeting  shall  be  performed  by  the  Assistant  Secretary. 
In  case  of  the  decease,  resignation,  neglect  to  serve, 
or  inability  from  any  cause  to  act,  of  the  Secretary, 
the  duties  of  the  office  shall  devolve  on  the  Assistant 
Secretary,  who  shall  perform  all  the  acts  required  by 
this  article  until  the  vacancy  is  filled,  or  the  inability 
shall  cease. 

In  the  absence  from  any  meeting  of  the  Society  or 
Board  of  Managers  of  both  the  Secretary  and  Assistant 
Secretary,  a  Secretary  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen. 

ARTICLE  IX 

TREASURER 

The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  keep  the  funds  and 
securities  of  the  Society.  Out  of  these  funds  he  shall 
pay  such  sums  only  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Society 
or  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  the  Society,  or  Board  of  Managers,  or 
his  office,  may  require  of  him.  He  shall  keep  a  true 
account  of  his  receipts  and  payments,  and  at  each 
Annual  Meeting  render  the  same  to  the  Society,  with 
a  full  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Society, 
when  a  committee  shall  be  appointed  to  audit  his 
accounts.  He  shall  procure  and  issue  the  insignias  to 
members,  and  keep  a  record  of  all  issued  by  him,  and 
such  insignias  shall  be  returned  to  him  by  any  mem- 
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ber  who  may  resign,  or  be  expelled,  but  otherwise  it 
shall  be  deemed  an  heirloom;  he  shall  refund  to  a 
member,  so  resigned  or  expelled,  the  sum  of  ten  (10) 
dollars  for  the  insignia,  if  in  good  condition. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  assist  the  Treasurer 
in  such  a  manner  and  to  such  an  extent  as  the  latter 
may  direct,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  X 

REGISTRAR 

The  Registrar  shall  have  possession  of  all  documents 
pertaining  to  the  descent  of  members  of  the  Society. 
He  shall  also  keep  an  accurate  Register  of  Members 
of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  XI 

HISTORIAN 

The  Historian  shall  keep  a  detailed  record  of  all 
the  historical  and  commemorative  celebrations  of  the 
Society;  and  he  shall  edit  and  prepare  for  publication 
such  historical  addresses,  essays,  papers,  and  other 
documents  of  an  historical  character,  other  than  a 
Register  of  Members,  as  the  Secretary  may  be  required 
to  publish;  and  at  every  Annual  Meeting,  if  there  shall 
be  a  necrological  list  for  the  year  then  closing,  he  shall 
submit  the  same,  with  carefully  prepared  biographies 
of  the  deceased  members. 

ARTICLE  XII 

CHAPLAIN 

The  Chaplain  shall  perform  such  duties  as  ordinarily 
appertain  to  such  office. 
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ARTICLE  XIII 

BOARD    OF  MANAGERS 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  judge  of  the  qualifica- 
tions of  every  candidate  who  shall  make  proper  ap- 
plication for  admission  to  the  Society,  and  shall  have 
power  to  admit  him  to  membership  therein,  if  found 
eligible  under  the  Constitution  of  this  Society.  Two 
negative  votes  shall  be  a  rejection  of  the  applicant. 

They  may,  through  the  Secretary,  call  special  meet- 
ings of  the  Society  at  such  times  as  they  may  see  fit; 
and  they  may  arrange  for  commemorative  celebrations 
by  the  Society. 

They  shall  recommend  plans  to  the  Society  for  pro- 
moting its  purposes,  and,  when  practicable,  may  digest 
and  prepare  business  for  its  meetings,  and  shall  super- 
vise all  publications  issued  in  its  name,  and  decide 
whether  copies  of  records  or  other  documents  or  papers 
may  be  furnished  on  request  of  any  party  in  cases  not 
pertaining  directly  to  the  business  of  the  Society  and 
the  proper  conduct  of  its  affairs. 

They  shall  generally  superintend  the  interests  and 
shall  have  the  control  and  management  of  the  affairs 
and  funds  of  the  Society,  but  shall  not  expend  at  any 
one  time  a  sum  to  exceed  five  hundred  (500)  dollars, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Society.  They  shall  also 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws  or  required  by  any  standing  rule 
or  resolve  of  the  Society:  provided,  however,  that  they 
shall  at  no  time  be  required  to  take  any  action  nor  con- 
tract any  debt  for  which  they  shall  be  jointly  or  sever- 
ally liable.    They  shall  be  competent  to  consent  to  and 
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accept  the  resignation  or  voluntary  withdrawal  from 
membership  of  any  enrolled  member  of  the  Society. 

They  may  require  the  attendance  of  any  member 
of  the  Society,  or  any  official  or  committee  thereof,  at 
any  meeting,  for  consultation  and  advice. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  as  often  as  they 
may  desire,  or  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or  upon  the 
written  request  of  any  three  members  of  the  same  ad- 
dressed to  the  Secretary. 

Five  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

At  every  Annual  Meeting  they  shall  submit  to  the 
Society  a  general  report  of  their  proceedings  during 
the  year  then  closing,  and  at  such  other  time  as  may 
be  required  by  the  Society. 

Whenever  a  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  General 
Society  is  to  be  held,  the  Board  of  Managers  shall 
seasonably  elect  as  many  Delegates  thereto  as  are 
authorized  by  the  Constitution  to  represent  this  Society, 
and,  at  the  same  time,  they  shall  elect  an  Alternate  for 
each  Delegate  so  elected. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

EXPULSION   OR   SUSPENSION 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  expel 
any  enrolled  member  of  this  Society  who,  by  a  conduct 
inconsistent  with  a  gentleman  and  a  man  of  honor,  or 
by  an  opposition  to  the  interests  of  the  community  in 
general  or  of  this  Society  in  particular,  may  render 
himself  unworthy  to  continue  a  member,  or  who  shall 
persistently  transgress,  or,  without  good  excuse,  wil- 
fully neglect  or  fail  in  the  performance  of  any  obliga- 
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tion  enjoined  by  the  Constitution  or  By-Laws  or  any 
standing  rule  of  this  Society :  provided,  that  such  mem- 
ber shall  have  received  at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  the 
complaint  preferred  against  him,  and  of  the  time  and 
place  for  hearing  the  same,  and  have  been  thereby 
afforded  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  person. 

Whenever  the  cause  of  expulsion  shall  not  have  in- 
volved turpitude  nor  moral  unworthiness,  any  member 
thus  expelled  may,  upon  the  unanimous  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Managers,  but  not  otherwise,  be 
restored  to  membership  by  the  Society  at  any  meeting. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  also  have  power  to 
drop  from  the  roll  the  name  of  any  enrolled  member 
of  the  Society  who  shall  be  at  least  six  months  in  arrears 
in  the  payment  of  dues,  and  who,  on  notice  to  pay 
the  same,  shall  fail  and  neglect  to  do  so  within  ten 
days  thereafter,  and,  upon  being  thus  dropped,  his 
membership  shall  cease  and  determine;  but  he  may  be 
restored  to  membership  at  any  time  by  the  Board  of 
Managers  on  his  application  therefor,  and  upon  his 
payment  of  all  amounts  due  when  he  ceased  to  be  a 
member. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  also  suspend  any  officer 
from  the  performance  of  his  duties  for  cause,  which 
proceeding  must  be  reported  to  the  Society  and  acted 
upon  by  it  within  thirty  days,  either  by  rescission  or 
removal  of  the  suspended  officer  from  office,  or  other- 
wise, the  suspension  shall  cease. 

ARTICLE  XV 

VACANCIES   AND    TERMS   OF   OFFICE 

Whenever  an  officer  of  this  Society  shall  die,  resign, 
or  neglect  to  serve,  or  be  suspended,  or  be  unable  to 
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properly  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  by  reason  of 
absence,  sickness,  or  other  cause,  and  whenever  an 
office  shall  be  vacant,  which  the  Society  shall  not  have 
filled  by  an  election,  the  Board  of  Managers  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  a  member  to  such  office  pro 
tempore,  who  shall  act  in  such  capacity  until  the  Society 
shall  elect  a  member  to  the  vacant  office,  or  until  the 
inability  due  to  suspension,  absence,  sickness,  or  other 
cause  shall  cease:  provided,  however,  that  the  office 
of  President  or  Secretary  shall  not  thus  be  filled  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  when  there  shall  be  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent, a  Second  Vice-President,  or  Assistant  Secretary 
to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  those  offices  respectively. 

In  like  manner  the  Board  of  Managers  may  supply 
vacancies  among  its  members  under  the  same  condi- 
tions and  limitations;  and,  in  case  any  member  thereof, 
other  than  an  officer,  shall  be  absent  from  three  con- 
secutive meetings  of  the  same,  his  place  therein  may 
be  declared  vacant  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and 
filled  by  an  appointment  which  shall  continue  in  full 
effect  until  the  Society  shall  elect  a  successor. 

Subject  to  these  provisions,  all  officers  of  the  Society 
and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall,  from 
the  time  of  their  election  or  appointment,  continue  in 
their  respective  offices  until  the  next  Annual  Meet- 
ing, and  until  their  respective  successors  shall  be  duly 
chosen. 

ARTICLE  XVI 

NOMINATING   COMMITTEE 

The  President  shall,  at  least  sixty  days  prior  to  every 
Annual  Meeting,  appoint  a  committee  of  nine  mem- 
bers from  among  those  longest  enrolled,  who  may  con- 
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sent  to  serve,  exclusive  of  officers  or  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers;  and  their  report  shall  propose  the 
names  of  candidates  for  the  various  offices. 

ARTICLE  XVII 

AMENDMENTS 

No  amendment  to  these  By-Laws  shall  be  made, 
except  upon  the  unanimous  consent  of  a  quorum  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  or  of  two-thirds  of  a  quorum 
of  the  Society,  present  at  a  regularly  called  meeting.

Address  of  Edmund  H.  Talbot,  Esq. 

Your  Excellency,  —  As  President  of  the  Society  of 
the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  it  is  my  great  privilege  to  present 
officially,  through  your  Excellency,  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  this  bust  and  tablet  of  John 
Hancock,  "the  Picturesque  Patriot,"  whose  name 
stands  high  among  the  founders  of  our  Republic. 

Frequently  the  Moderator  of  the  Boston  Town  Meet- 
ing, he  was  President  of  the  Provincial  Congress,  first 
President  of  the  Continental  Congress,  first  signer  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  first  Governor  of 
Massachusetts,  which  office  he  held  for  ten  years. 

By  special  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
passed  in  1912,  permission  was  granted  this  Society 
to  model  the  head  of  Hancock  from  the  original 
statue,  in  the  Capitol  at  Washington. 

The  father  and  grandfather  of  John  Hancock  were 
ministers  of  Massachusetts  towns,  Lexington  and 
Braintree.  Early  bereft  of  his  father,  he  became  the 
adopted  son  of  an  uncle,  the  richest  merchant  in  Boston. 
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Educated  in  the  Boston  schools  and  in  Harvard  Col- 
lege, he  spent  some  time  in  London  as  his  uncle's  repre- 
sentative and  in  the  study  of  commercial  affairs.  Re- 
turning to  Boston,  he  made  himself  familiar  with  the 
business  interests  of  the  town  and  with  the  trade  re- 
lations between  England  and  his  native  Province. 
The  death  of  his  uncle  soon  put  him  into  possession 
of  great  wealth  for  that  period  and  at  the  head  of  ex- 
tensive mercantile  and  commercial  interests.  To  these 
he  gave  his  assiduous  attention. 

Although  the  richest  merchant  in  Boston  and  al- 
though surpassed  in  the  amount  of  his  wealth  by  few, 
if  any,  persons  in  the  Colonies,  Hancock  cast  his  for- 
tunes with  those  who  refused  to  submit  to  the  exac- 
tions of  the  British  King  and  Government.  Most  others 
of  his  class  remained  loyal  to  the  mother  country,  but 
he,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  his  losses  were  considerable, 
espoused  from  the  first  the  cause  of  those  who  de- 
manded liberty  and  self-government  for  the  people  of 
America.  If  it  be  said  that  Hancock  was  not  above 
the  weakness  of  vanity,  love  of  display,  desire  for  posi- 
tion, and  the  applause  of  his  fellowmen,  yet  he  was 
sincerely  patriotic  and  devoted  to  the  interests  of  his 
country.  He  won  and  retained  throughout  his  life 
the  love  and  approval  of  the  citizens  of  Boston  and  of 
Massachusetts,  who  repeatedly  elected  him  to  serve 
them  as  chairman  of  their  public  gatherings,  as  mem- 
ber of  their  advisory  committees,  as  representative  in 
the  General  Court,  and  as  Governor  of  their  Com- 
monwealth. 

So  that  whatever  were  the  frailties  of  John  Hancock 
they  grew  out  of  his  desire  to  serve  his  fellowmen, 
his  willingness  to  assume  responsibilities,  and  his  readi- 
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ness  to  sacrifice  time  and  labor  and  money  to  the 
advancement  of  those  high  interests  which  commanded 
his  patriotism  and  his  love  of  humanity.  If  his  vanity 
was  sometimes  too  pretentious,  it  was  qualified  by 
his  patriotism  and  his  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of 
his  countrymen.  If  his  love  of  display  was  frequently 
very  considerable,  it  went  with  a  lavish  willingness  to 
devote  his  wealth  and  his  talents  to  the  services  of  his 
town,  his  State,  and  the  nation.  His  love  of  position 
was  not  merely  for  the  sake  of  power,  but  because  it 
gave  opportunity  to  instil  the  spirit  of  patriotism  and 
liberty  in  those  whom  he  gladly  served.  If  he  loved  the 
applause  of  others,  it  had  its  basis  in  a  desire  to  see 
the  welfare  of  the  people  at  large  promoted  in  every 
possible  manner. 

Merchant  prince  of  Boston,  patriot  in  behalf  of 
American  liberty,  President  of  one  of  the  most  remark- 
able legislative  bodies  the  world  has  ever  seen,  Governor 
for  many  years  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  enjoying  the  fullest  confidence  of  its  citizens 
—  these  are  the  splendid  services  which  commend 
John  Hancock  to  our  admiration.  He  was  patriotic 
in  spite  of  his  wealth  and  the  demands  of  his  material 
interests.  He  was  thoroughly  loyal  to  the  country  he 
deeply  loved,  although  every  promise  of  position  and 
power  called  him  to  betray  it.  He  loved  liberty  above 
all  else  at  a  period  when  its  rewards  seemed  likely  to 
be  those  of  blood  and  disaster. 

It  is  fitting  that  in  the  Commonwealth  he  faith- 
fully served  for  many  years,  and  in  the  town  he  loved 
with  ardent  devotion,  here  within  the  shadow  of  his 
home  and  of  the  burying  ground  where  all  that  was 
mortal  of  John  Hancock  has  long  since  mingled  with 
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mother  earth,  there  should  be  some  worthy  memorial 
to  his  name  and  fame.  The  Sons  of  the  Revolution  have 
therefore  secured  the  erection  of  this  monument  to 
his  memory  and  now  present  it  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  with  the  desire  that  his  life  and 
labors  may  be  a  perpetual  testimonial  to  the  worth  and 
glory  of  the  liberty  he  sought  to  secure  for  the  sons  of 
men.     (Applause.) 

Address  of  His  Excellency,  Governor 
David  I.  Walsh 

Mr.  President,  —  In  behalf  of  the  people  of  Massa- 
chusetts it  gives  me  great  pleasure,  in  their  name,  to 
accept  this  memorial  which  you  have  erected  in  this  his- 
toric hall  and  to  express  to  you  and  to  your  Society  the 
deep  gratitude  which  all  our  people  hold  for  its  thought- 
fulness  and  its  generosity  in  building  and  presenting  this 
memorial  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

It  would  be  a  pity  to  allow  this  historic  hall,  which 
has  stood  here  almost  during  the  whole  length  of  time 
that  Massachusetts  has  existed,  to  remain  without  a 
fitting  memorial  to  the  memory  of  one  who  did  so 
much  for  liberty  and  who  was  the  first  chief  executive 
and  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth.  How  appro- 
priate it  is  that  you  should  erect  this  memorial  at  the 
very  time  when  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
is  taking  the  property  once  occupied  by  John  Hancock 
and  attaching  it  to  the  State  House  property. 

John  Hancock's  life. was  a  memorable  one.  I  doubt 
if  we  have  really  realized  the  great  value  of  his  service 
to  our  State  and  to  our  Country.  The  spark  of  pa- 
triotism which  the  early  colonists  had,  which  led  them 
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to  cry  out  in  rebellion  against  the  English  Govern- 
ment, which  led  them  to  take  up  arms  at  Concord 
and  Lexington  and  at  Bunker  Hill  and  protest  against 
the  oppression  of  the  mother  Government,  would  have 
gone  for  naught  without  the  leadership  of  strong,  able 
men  like  John  Hancock.  Of  what  value  was  the  serv- 
ice upon  the  battlefield  of  men  who  only  knew  that 
they  wanted  to  strike  a  blow  against  oppression,  and 
who  only  knew  that  they  wanted  some  form  of  govern- 
ment where  liberty  and  equality  and  opportunity  were 
recognized?  And  so  it  was  this  man,  who  was  the  head 
of  the  great  Continental  Convention,  who  proclaimed 
to  the  world  that  memorable  and  never-to-be-forgotten 
document  declaring  the  freedom  of  the  people  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic.  It  was  this  man  more  than  any 
other  who  focussed  and  brought  together  the  hopes  and 
the  aspirations  of  these  people  for  a  free  government 
—  a  government  where  every  man  and  every  individual 
should  have  an  equal  share  and  an  equal  part  in  the 
forming  of  and  in  the  execution  of  the  laws.  It  is  to 
John  Hancock  that  we  are  indebted  so  much  for  the 
construction  of  our  form  of  government,  and  if  we 
erect  monuments  to  the  men  who  gave  up  their  lives 
at  Concord  and  Lexington  and  Bunker  Hill,  and  who 
led  the  early  colonists  to  success,  why  not  build  a 
memorial  to  the  man  who  cast  aside  personal  consid- 
erations, personal  honors,  and,  indeed,  his  social  stand- 
ing, for  the  purpose  of  giving  expression  through  the 
form  of  a  substantial  government  to  the  wishes  and 
desires  of  the  people? 

There  have  been  some  great  acts  in  the  history  of 
our  country,  but  there  has  been  none  greater  than 
when  John  Hancock  took  his  pen  in  hand  and  wrote 
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his  name  to  the  most  memorable  document  ever  issued 
by  men  in  any  part  of  the  world  —  the  first  of  all 
men  in  this  country  to  sign  his  name  to  the  great 
Declaration  of  Independence.  Was  not  that  courage? 
Was  not  that  bravery?  Did  he  not  know  that,  if  the 
purpose  which  was  then  declared  in  that  memorable 
document  failed,  he  was  a  traitor,  and  that  no  punish- 
ment was  too  severe  to  be  meted  out  to  him?  Ah, 
my  friends,  he  wrote  his  own  death  warrant  when  he 
attached  his  signature  to  that  document  if  the  hopes 
and  the  purposes  of  the  colonists  failed. 

Because  of  that  lesson  alone,  because  of  what  he  did 
to  construct  here  a  great  government  for  us,  it  is  most 
appropriate  and  fitting  that  you,  the  sons  of  those  who 
fought  in  our  great  Revolution,  should  pay  this  tribute 
to  his  memory,  that  all  our  people,  as  they  pass  in 
and  out  of  this  great  building,  where  the  liberties  of 
the  people  must  be  secured  and  protected  in  the  future, 
may  look  up  at  this  memorial  and  see  here  an  example 
of  public  service,  not  on  the  battlefield,  but  in  the  con- 
struction of  great  public  documents,  in  the  proclamation 
of  liberty,  in  the  administration  of  a  high  office  with 
fidelity  and  with  honesty  and  with  courage.  We  shall 
all  gain  inspiration  from  the  lesson  which  this  memorial 
teaches. 

And  so,  because  you  have  done  a  patriotic  service, 
because  you  have  done  a  service  to  the  State  that  will 
not  be  forgotten,  and  because  you  have  been  inspired 
to  this  work  in  the  belief  that  you  could  serve  and 
perpetuate  the  memory  of  your  ancestors  and  could 
contribute  nothing  better  in  this  day  and  time  in 
memory  of  what  they  did  than  to  build  this  memorial 
here  and  to  present  it  to  the  Commonwealth,  to  all  its 
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people,  to  remain  here  forever  and  ever,  as  long  as 
this  historic  building  stands  upon  this  hill,  our  people 
are  grateful,  and  they  ask  their  Governor  to-day  to 
express  to  you  their  gratitude  and  their  thanks;  and 
that  I  gladly  and  cheerfully  do.  As  your  Governor 
and  as  the  representative  of  all  the  people  of  the  State, 
I  express  to  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  the  thanks  and 
the  heartfelt  appreciation  of  all  our  people;  and  may 
I  express  the  hope  that  your  Society  may  continue  the 
splendid  public  service  it  is  doing,  in  occasionally  call- 
ing our  attention  to  some  of  these  great  epochs  in  our 
history  that  we  cannot  reread  too  often,  that  we  cannot 
take  inspiration  from  too  frequently?  I  trust  your 
Society  may  continue  to  prosper  and  continue  to  be 
of  great  future  service  to  our  State  and  to  our  Country 
in  perpetuating  and  preserving  the  memory  and  the 
history  and  traditions  of  your  noble  ancestors. 
(Applause.)

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The  Memorial 

The  Memorial  is  of  United  States  Standard  statuary- 
bronze,  and  measures  about  four  feet  three  inches  in 
width  by  six  feet  eight  inches  in  height.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  the  bust  it  was  cast  in  one  piece,  the  work 
of  the  Jonathan  Williams  bronze  foundry  of  New  York 
City.  The  total  weight  is  six  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  pounds.  The  design  came  from  the  office  of 
McKim,  Meade  and  White,  and  the  inscription  was 
written  by  Charles  W.  Eliot,  President  Emeritus  of 
Harvard  University.  Escorted  by  the  First  Corps 
Cadets  M.V.M.  and  the  Veteran  Corps  First  Corps 
Cadets,  the  line  of  march  proceeded  from  the  Cadet 
Armory  to  the  State  House.  About  one  hundred  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  participated,  the  color  guard  being 
composed  of  a  special  detail  from  the  First  Corps 
Cadets. 


THE  KNOX  TROPHIES 

GIVEN  IN  HONOR  OF  HENRY  KNOX,   MAJOR    GENERAL,  U.S.A. 
"FATHER  OF  THE  AMERICAN  ARTILLERY" 

Chief  of  Artillery  of  the  Revolutionary  Army;  and  after  Washington,  the 
First  Commander  of  the  United  States  Army;  the  First  Secretary  of  War; 
Founder  of  West  Point  and  the  Springfield  Armory,  and  intimate  friend,  con- 
fidant, and  counsellor  of  General  Washington. 

HPHE    Knox   Trophies"    consist  of    a    medal    and 

A    placques. 

The  medal  is  of  bronze,  the  obverse  bearing  a  profile 
portrait  of  General  Knox;  the  reverse  bearing  the 
crossed  cannon  of  the  Light  Artillery,  surmounted  by 
the  American  eagle,  and  suitably  inscribed.  This  medal 
is  to  be  presented  annually  to  that  Sergeant  of  the 
Light  Artillery  of  the  United  States  Army  designated 
by  the  Secretary  of  War  as  having  attained  the  highest 
proficiency. 

The  trophy  consists  of  two  bronze  medallions 
(mounted  on  mahogany),  the  one  on  the  left  bearing  a 
three-quarter  bas-relief  of  Knox,  modelled  from  the 
portrait  by  Gilbert  Stuart;  the  medallion  on  the  right 
represents  the  General  and  a  staff  officer,  mounted, 
watching  the  progress  of  a  yoke  of  oxen  dragging  a 
snow  sledge  through  the  forest,  upon  which  are  packed 
a  cannon  and  gun  carriage,  illustrating  the  method  of 
transporting  the  artillery  from  Fort  Ticonderoga  to  the 
Siege  of  Boston  during  the  winter  of  1775-76,  thus 
compelling  the  British  to  evacuate  March  17,  1776. 

The  battleship  trophy  is  to  be  presented  each  year 
to  that  battleship  of  the  Navy  of  the  United  States 
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making  the  best  score  in  gunnery  during  the  preceding 
year. 

The  artillery  trophy  is  to  be  presented  each  year  to 
that  company  of  Coast  Artillery  of  the  Army  of  the 
United  States  which  has  attained  the  highest  profi- 
ciency during  the  preceding  year. 

The  militia  trophies  are  to  be  presented  for  competi- 
tion for  a  period  of  five  years,  to  the  Light  and  Heavy 
Artillery,  respectively,  of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer 
Militia,  and  will  become  the  property  of  those  com- 
panies showing  the  greatest  efficiency  during  that 
period. 

It  is  the  intention  to  present  the  medal  and  trophies 
to  the  winners  at  the  annual  meeting  and  banquet  of 
the  Society,  customarily  held  on  Franklin's  Birthday, 
the  seventeenth  day  of  January. 

The  War,  Navy,  and  Militia  Departments  showed 
the  greatest  interest  in  cooperating  with  the  Society, 
in  selecting  the  several  recipients  of  the  medal  and 
trophies,  and  ordering  them  (or  their  official  represent- 
atives) to  be  present  and  receive  the  prizes  in  person. 

The  Society  was  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of 
Dr.  Tucker,  President  Emeritus  of  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege, who  framed  in  words  of  beauty  and  classic  dignity 
the  formula  of  presentation  that  will  always  be  used 
on  these  occasions.  An  engrossed  copy  of  this  address 
accompanies  each  trophy  and  medal. 


ADDRESS  OF  PRESENTATION  OF  KNOX 
TROPHIES 

Prepared  by  Dr.  WILLIAM  JEWETT  TUCKER 

President  Emeritus  of  Dartmouth  College 

HPHE  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  in  the 
A  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  desiring  to 
make  the  early  and  inspiring  traditions  of  the  Army 
and  Navy  tributary  to  the  present  efficiency  of  the 
Service  has  prepared  a  commemorative  medal  and 
series  of  trophies  to  be  given  for  excellence  in  gunnery 
and  in  artillery. 

The  medal  and  the  trophies  bear  the  name  of  Henry 
Knox,  the  most  resourceful  soldier  of  the  Revolution, 
who  won  early  distinction  and  rapid  promotion  under 
Washington  for  skill  in  the  handling  of  heavy  ordnance, 
and  who  upon  the  organization  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment became  the  first  Secretary  of  War.     During  his 
administration  of  the  War  Department  and  under  his 
initiative  the  building  of  the  United  States  Navy  was 
begun,  and  the  keels  were  laid  of  the  first  six  frigates 
—  the  Constitution,  the  President,  the  United  States, 
the  Chesapeake,  the  Constellation,  and  the  Congress. 
Forecasting    the   need    of   adequate    support    of   the 
Federal  Government  on  the  part  of  the  States  he  de- 
vised and  submitted  a  plan  for  a  national  militia  sys- 
tem which  after  various  modifications  has  taken  ef- 
fective shape  in  the  Militia  of  the  States  and  in  the 
National  Guard. 
The  career  of  General  Knox  has  been  recalled  not 
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only  for  its  fitness  to  the  purpose  for  which  these  medals 
and  trophies  are  to  be  presented,  but,  with  still  more 
reason,  because  of  those  professional  and  personal 
qualities  which  made  him  so  conspicuous  an  example 
of  the  soldier  and  the  patriot,  —  supreme  devotion  to 
country,  a  controlling  sense  of  honor,  and  unfailing 
courage  and  hopefulness  in  times  of  adversity. 

The  confidence  of  the  nation  in  its  armies  and  navies 
is,  first  of  all,  confidence  in  the  character  of  the  officers 
and  men  who  compose  them.  This  confidence  has  not 
been  misplaced.  Never  has  the  national  honor  suffered 
loss  in  their  keeping.  Every  battle  fought,  whether 
won  or  lost,  has  borne  witness  to  the  integrity  and 
loyalty  of  the  soldier  and  the  sailor  in  the  service  of 
his  country.  The  trust  abides  because  the  standard  of 
professional  honor  and  of  personal  duty  abides.  The 
Knox  trophies  and  medals  symbolize  this  trust  of  the 
nation  in  those  fundamental  qualities  of  character 
which  are  essential  to  the  highest  efficiency  of  the  Army 
and  the  Navy. 

They  are  further  designed  to  express  the  reliance 
which  the  country  must  place  upon  the  technical  skill 
of  those  who  stand  for  its  defence  and  for  its  part  in 
maintaining  the  peace  of  the  world.  They  are  given 
in  full  recognition  of  the  fact  that  no  nation  can  be 
safe  or  useful  which  does  not  keep  pace  with  the  ad- 
vance of  science  as  applied  to  the  arts  of  war.  In  this 
advance  the  supreme  test  of  efficiency  is  accuracy  in 
the  science  of  gunnery.  Every  shot  which  finds  the 
mark  adds  to  the  security  of  the  nation.  Hence  the 
increasing  interest  and  the  watchful  pride  with  which 
the  country  follows  the  practice  of  the  Navy  in  gun- 
nery and  of  the  Army  and  Militia  in  artillery.

The  Knox  testimonials  declare  the  faith  of  this 
Society,  —  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  —  in  the  efficiency  of  those 
now  engaged  in  the  military  and  naval  service  of  the 
nation,  and  its  conviction  that  in  this  efficiency  lies  the 
present  guarantee  of  peace.  They  do  more  than  this. 
They  serve  a  higher  office  than  that  of  expressing  our 
confidence  and  faith.  They  recall  those  great  tradi- 
tions out  of  which  the  Army  and  the  Navy  of  the 
United  States  came  into  being  and  through  which  they 
are  forever  consecrated  to  the  cause  of  liberty  and 
justice.
